Here is his indictment of Christian 
ity:

The other world is 
the motive for the denial of every reality 
I call Christianity the one great curse, 
the one great intrinsic depravity, the one 
great instinct of revenge, for which no 
expedient is sufficiently poisonous, secret, 
underhand, to gain its ends. I call it the 
one immortal shame and blemish: upon 
the human.race.”” 


Plants that Poison Cattle 


Many sheep and cattle are lost every 
year from eating poisonous plants and 
other material. In many instances a 
little foresight on the part of the owner 
would have prevented losses. To cite 
one specific plant, most stockmen in the 
eastern part of the country know that 


j laurel is poisonous, and yet they will 


pasture their animals in a woodland pas- 
ture in spite of the fact that laurel 
abounds. Sometimes a few, at other 
times many, animals are poisoned. 

Other poisonous plants abound in 
both the eastern pastures and the west- 
ern grazing lands, many of which are 
known and easily recognized. A little 
precaution through fencing and select- 
ing pastures would materially lessen 
the deaths due to plant poisoning. 
Larkspur, lupine, water hemlock, darnel 
grass, wild cherry, loco, white snake 
root, wilted sorghum, and oak brush 
(shinnery oak) are the more common 
plants. which ‘exact a heavy toll.

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Death of Andover's Oldest Citizen 


In the death-of Joseph Hy Morrill, 
which occurred very suddenly, at his | 
home on Abbot street, on the morning 
of September sixth, Andover has lost 
one of its oldest citizens. Though not 
in his usual health for a few days pre- 
vious to his death, Mr. Morrill’s sudden 
ending came as a shock to his many 
many friends. There was “no moaning 
bar’, but the “full tide”, which mov- 
ing out bore the soul of Joseph H. 
Morrill to its eternal home. 

Mr. Morrill passed the ninetieth mile- 
stone on June 16, and received on that 
occasion, a beautiful jewel from White 
Mountain (N. H.) Lodge, LO.

Though over ninety years of age, yet 
Mr. Morrill could not be called ‘‘old”’ 
for his heart was always young. A man 
of varied taste, he was at home with 
the young, enjoying the festive dance 
and in this form of amusement, he ex- 
celled. A lover of nature, again we find 
him strolling in the woods, feeding the 
birds, communing with nature, his 
dog as his companion. Silent and re- 
served to outward appearance, he was a 
law to himself, and was a man of ster- 
ling qualities. His quaint and witty 
sayings delighted his many friends. 

Mr. Morrill is survived by one daugh- 
ter, Miss Mae E. Morrill. 

The funeral services were held at his 
late home. on Sunday at 3 p.m. Rev.

After Registration Comes Selection ! 

Undoubtedly the most important and 
serious problem associated with the war 
began yesterday in the registration of 
the bone and sinew of the nation for 
further possible war need, The serious- 
ness of the situation has to do entirely 
with what is to follow. 

There are undoubtedly many men be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five, who can be properly spared from 
the tasks in which they are now engaged. 
If these men are taken through careful 
selection, the needs of prosecuting the 
war will be fully answered, both from 
the standpoint of actual fighting force 
created and the standpoint of main- 
taining the prosecution of the necessary 
activities behind the line. On the other 
hand, if in this Work of selection the 
ultimate result will .be as it has been in 
altogether too many cases up to the 
present. time, the entanglement of a 
great mass of these men in ‘the meshes 
of official red tape out of which it has | 
not been possible for them to emerge, | 
then serious injury will be done. 

The army at the front is important; | 
the army behind is even more so. In- 
dustry and business activity to provide 
the sustenance through agriculture, and 
the necessary. prosperity through 
commercial activities that will furnish 
the money, can be maintained along 
with the big increase tothe national ar- 
my ifthe right balance is found. The 
task of securing this result isin the _ first 
place upon the local boards but in the 
final analysis is upon the industrial 
boards who have in connection with 
this last registration, a task even more 
difficult than that which came up in 
connection with the men between the 
ages of twenty-one and _ thirty-one. 


The Question of Tax Exemption 


The simplest way in the world to ar- 
range the question of exemption of in- 
comes and all other things liable to 
taxation, would be to exempt nothing. 

If there is to be any fair recognition 
of the principle that everybody should 
bear a part of the burden, then why 
should the man who is earning a thou- 
sand dollars a year fail to pay a portion 
of the cost of government any more 
than a man earning ten thousand a year! 
To be sure it should be a small portion, 
and to be sure the outrageous 
profits being made by practically all of 
the industries engaged in war work 
under present conditions should pay 
the bigger amounts. This does not ig- 
nore the fact that war profiteering is not 
for a moment confined to the fellow who 
lays out the prices, fixes the charges, 
and declares the dividends. This same 
rule should attach itself to the war pro- 
fiteering of labor by which we can find 
a mechanic earning under legitimate 
conditions four dollars a day, while a 
less skilled workman under the exactions 
of war needs, demands and commands 
eight dollars a day. 

What would be the fair way? Let 
us assume that the four dollar a day 
man earns $1200 a year. In order that 
he may have a share in the government 
burdens that income should be open to 
a small tax. If under the opportunity 
open to the other fellow possessing 
the same skill and working at the same 
trade, but having a chance to milk 
the government because it needs his 
particular toil, he gets $2400 a year, let 
the rate of his tax be inergased in pro- 
portion to his profiteering on the 
government. This is the same theory 
as already applied to the business of 
the country, under the excess profits 
tax now in force, but sometimes applied, 
many of us feel, to not as great an ex- 
tent as it ought to be. 

The public ought not to get the notion 
as some newspapers are already hinting 
pretty broadly, that the only sort of 
protection given to any particular class 
in the country today is inspired by the 
number of votes involved. Let’s cut 
out protection altogether when it comes 


to a question of taxation, considering 
only the ability to pay as a standard for 
the degree of tax to be fixed. 


Good Politics to Keep in Session 


The President insisted that politics 
should be adjourned and .there are 
mighty few people who «re not a¢tually 
in politics who do not wish that this 
might be so. There are, however, evi- 
dences that the sort of politics which 
the President referred to has not been 
entirely adjourned. 

Undoubtedly what the President 
desired to see was that the activities of 
the Republican party should entirely 
cease, but if we may judge from results 
coming in from Maine, New Hampshire, 
and Vermont, it is evident that the 
Republican party is putting its best foot 
forward in doing the big job, namely, 
helping to win the war, and is realizing 
that an even bigger job is likely to come 
after the war, demanding big men and 
; Republican politics ‘Combined in its 
' solution. 

Along with heal New England 
states are stories from other states where 
one after another of the Republican 
selections evidence the truth of this 
statement. No slackers and no dis- 
loyalists are getting very much of an 
opportunity, but along with the pa- 
triotic standards fixed for all the men 
selected, have been standards set by the 
tremendous demands to be put upon all 
men in public life after the war is over. 
This is.a species of preparedness that we 
well might wish had been recognized 
before the war and ohe which"we shall 
have reason to rejoice over When we see 
the results bound to follow. May con- 
tinued Republican successes see to it 
that not all politics is adjourned.

The public ‘schools opened Monday 
morning with a very good enrollment. 
At Punchard the average number of 
pupils expected is two hundred, so that 
with the present labor inducements that 
are offered to boys and girls in factories, 
207 students make a very creditable 
number. At Stowe school there are 
registered in the ‘seventh and’eighth 
grades 186 boys and girls, more than 
ever before in thghistory of this school.

Notice from George J. McLean of 
the British and Canadian 
Recruit ing Mission 


British subjects between the ages of 
thirty-one and forty-four, who registered 
on Thursday, September 12th, will have 
until October 12th to voluntarily enlist 
in the British or Canadian armies, it is 
announced by the British and Canadian 
Recruiting Mission Boston. British 
subjects who previously registered and 
were then between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty-one, will have only until 
September 20th to enlist under their 
own flag. British subjects between 
the ages of twenty and twenty-one who 
registered on Thursday, and will have 
ulitil October 12th to voluntarily enlist. 

Arrangements have. been made by 
the British and Canadian Mission ofli- 
cials by which all British subjects who 
desire to join the British or Canadian 
armies will be notified to report at 44 
Bromfield street, Boston for examina- 
tion. All who fail to report there will 
eventually be drafted into the American 
army. The British, Canadian, and 
American authorities are working in 
the closest co-operation in this matter, 
and it is expected that a large percentage 
of the British subjects in New England 
will voluntarily join the British and 
Canadian armies. 

Major Kenneth D. Marlatt, head of 
the Mission in New England, says:— 


“I have made numerous appeals 
to the British and Canadian subjects 
to enlist. I am simply going to say 


now that we need them, and need them 
very badly, and I trust that they will 
show their manhood and come to our 
assistance. If they do not they will be 
forced by the United States to take ‘a 
part in the war. It‘is for them to de- 
cide.”’

A Plan for Intensive School Work 


To meet the government need for 
students to take the officer training 
courses in the colleges of the country, 
the Huntington School of Boston is 
speeding up its program for boys who 


have one to three years of*secondary-}+—- 


school work to do before they can enter 
college. 

The War Department wants boys to 
enter college before they are eighteen. 

Headmaster Flinner has adopted a 
plan for a section.of the school who wish 
to do intensive work, so that two years 
of work can be done in one year, making 
it possible to enter college at an earlier 
age. The school will be open the en- 
tire twelve months. The year will be 
divided into three terms of sixteen weeks 
each. During each term a full course 
as counted by high schools will be given. 
Students ordinarily will pursue three 
courses a term. Nine courses can be 
covered in three terms. Colleges require 
only fifteen’ for | admission. By 
eliminating Saturday holidays, opera- 
ting on an hour schedule instead of 
forty minutes, the customary period, 
and doing more earnest work because of 
the unusual incentive, the work can be 
‘completed without eliminating any part 
of the present courses. Practically the 
same hours are given to the work as 
under the present uneconomical plan, 
which wastes almost half the year 
through recesses, Saturday holidays 
and summer vacations. 


Dairy Cow an Economical Producer 


Two facts stand out prominently as 
reasons for the increased production and 
use of milk. The first is that milk as 
purchased on the market usually sup- 
plies food material together with the 
growth-producing elements more eco- 
nomically than either meat or eggs. 
The second reason is that the dairy cow 
is the most economical producer of 
animal food. One great law of food 
conservation is to turn inedible foods 
into edible foods in the cheapest possible 
manner. The dairy cow will utilize 
coarse materials, inedible to humans— 
such as grass, cornstalks, hay, etc.— 
and will turn them into milk. Other 
farm animals also are coriverters of 
coarse roughage into edible foods, but 
are not so efficient as the dairy cow.

Some Hints lan Tomatoes 


A. Syrian way modified is to place 
alternate layers of sliced tomatoes in a 
jar with cooked rice, one part tomatoes 
to four parts rice; finish at top with the 
fruit, cover close and bake slowly 
three hours. This would go well in a 
fireless cooker. Another takes stewed 
tomatoes seasoned to taste. Pour first 
a layer in a bakedish one inch thick; 
on top place stale toasted bread and 
again the fruit, placing the last layer as 
tomato; heat up well, serve hot. To- 
matoes baked one hour on granite 
pieplates till soft, taking care to bake 
both sides, are good, and add water at 
the last to have plenty of juice. 

Ripe peaches go-well-with tomatoes; 
one part peach to four of tomato, Peel 
and cut up and stand with as little sugar 
as may be needed one hour and serve 
cold. 

For the usual cream of tomato soup, 
try sliced orange if you can afford it. 
Boiling tomato soup is fine with small 
prepared flour dumplings made by any 
favorite recipe. Dumplings are a lottery 
in many experiments by unskilled cooks 
in these days of substitutes. 

Tomatoes not quite ripe are the best 
for frying. If firm and hard, skin them, 
if soft leave the skins on; sprinkle one 
inch thick slices with salt and pepper, 
dip in flour and fry brown in any fat 
desired (sauted is the style, just enough 
fat to keep from sticking), Butter sub- 
stitutes go well for this sort of heating 
over and a good cream sauce adds to the 
dish made from the juice left in the fry- 
pan. The California cook who sent in 
this always uses a garnish of cress or 
parsley with such dishes and in these 
days of limitation the eye and the tongue 
must be gratified for the sake of jaded 
digestion. 

Some use the back of a caseknife 
rubbed over the skin cf a tomato which 
has been soaked in cold water to loosen 
the skin that will then come off without 
scalding; which helps in a hurry and no 
ice for serving the fruit cold. One cook 
when peeling tomatoes fer table passes 
her knife over the surface of a fresh-cut 
onion frequently, insuring.a delicate 
flavor. ~ C. H, A.

Old S tes 

Hannah Flint, now in Santa 
eclag, Cal., writes me that she recalls 
one place of residence for Rev. Mr. 
Brown, pastor of the Free church. It 
was in a house between the late John 
Flint’s and William: Chickering’s on 
Elm street. 

Possibly it was occupied at one time 
by the Trulans. This was before my 
day in Andover. She said the house was 
later moved off to Elm court, wherever 
that is. She recalls Mrs. Brown’s 
delicate face and the dressing of a little 
fair-haired boy, perhaps the only one. 
Mr. Carpenter would have known if he 
grew up tobe a minister. She thinks 
the second wife of Mr. Brown was a 
sister of Ralph Waldo Emersort: 

Another house once standing between 
Flint’s and Chickering’s was a_ large 
two-story affair that was moved to the 
row of buildings for Herman Abbott as 
a warehouse and was burned with the 
rest at the fire that cleaned off our 
corner. The top floors of that house 
were usually occupied in war time by 
soldiers’ wives, and it stood between the 
Daly block and the library. Here is 
where the extension we so much need 
for the library will: go some time, May- 
be some rich war profiteer will favor us 
with conscience funds. 

The whole length of Elm street is still 
to be studied by me, as it was granted, 
as near as I can get now, to Nathan 
Parker, and his wife who was hanged as 
a witch in 1692, was accused by Granny 
Elizabeth Ballard, her neighbor, who 
lived on the library site then. Some- 
where up the road towards the North 
Parish (the Great Road to Haverhill) 
lived these interesting Parkers, none of 
whom remain with us. The last one of 
the blood held a site near Margaret 
Gray’s place and one home was where 
the new Free church stands. Our 
modern Parkers were of the Robert 
Parker line from , Cambridge, repre- 
sented by Miss Florence Parker today. 
After a great search I hope to locate 
Parker’s tavern in the fields up Elm 
street in the Revolution or earlier.

to be heard. A community duty, it 
seems to me, and no federal act can be so 
effective.

At the time of his 
disappearance he was attached to the 
colonel’s: staff and was last at Chateau- 
Thierry. 

In the Civil War the Marlands were 
represented by Amasa Clark, Thomas 
Cogswell (who is still with us), Charles 
Marland, Francis Cogswell Young, 
Major William Marland, perhaps others. 
I may not have the list right, but will be 
glad to correct it, and there possibly was 
later service in the Spanish war on the 
part of allied blood.

Somewhere in France 
Aug. 19, 1918 
Dear Mr. Chase;— 

You have probably given up all hope 
of hearing from me. We have been 
moving around. so much from one“town 
to another since we landed in France 
that I haven’t had time to do any 
thing, but now I think that I am settled, 
for a while.at least, and will have more 
time to myself. You have probably 
heard about my being transferred to the 
military police; it was quite a shock to 
me to be separated from my old com- 
pany after being together for more than 
ten months. They have split all the 
M. G. Bn. to the four winds and I 
imagine the boys are scattered all over 
France. I am stationed in quite a large 
town quite a long way back of the lines, 
doing police duty; it is coming pretty 
hard now but I think T am going to like 
it when I get used to the work. I am 
just getting used to and acquainted with 
the boys and they appear to be a fine 
crowd, mostly Massachusetts boys. 

We had a very nice trip across the 
Atlantic, but it--was rather uneventful, 
except for two or three days of pretty 
rough weather.

| I have just got through doing four 
hours police duty and am feeling kind of 
tired. We can get almost everything we 
want here but have to pay an awful price 
for everything we get of the French 
people. The business people seem to 
think we are all millionaries. There are 
quite a lot of troops in town. We have 
a band concert every night which breaks 
up the monotony and which more than 
pleases the natives. I expect we will be 
mounted before long; our saddles came 
today. We got an American paper 
yesterday, the Post; you ought to see 
the scramble for it. I see you had subs 
off Cape Cod which sank some of our 
ships. 
| Maybe our old boys aren’t doing 
| Some tall fighting! I guess they are 
| Showing those saurkrouters where they 
j get off. I guess General Pershing’s 
Statement, Hell, Heaven, or Hoboken 
before Christmas, is going to. be a fact 
all right, and it’s going to be Hoboken. 

I am in the best of health, getting fat, 
and as brown as a berry. It is very hot 
here during the day, but cold and damp 
at night, Hoping this finds you all in the 
best of health,”

Red Cross Heroism 


Private A. C.. McLeod, the first 
American soldier to be wounded. in 
France, was hurt when the Germans 
bombed a Red Cross hospital. He owes’ 
his life, he believ@s, to the Red Cross 
nurse who stuck by him in the shattered 
ward, and saw that he had prompt surgi- 
cal attention. Two of the nurses were 
wounded by the same bomb that. hurt 
Mr* McLeod, but the rest of the women, 
it was stated, were as cool as the men. 
Here is his own story in which it will be 
noticed the Red Cross nurse is given the 
principal place: 

“Our hospital, a British-American 
one in Flanders, was bombed the night 
of September 4th, last. I had been as- 
signed to the transportation section, 
The patients who could do so went to the 
bomb-proof cellar when the air raid 
opened, but there were a number of 
soldiers so badly wounded that they 
could not be moved.’ A number of 
nurses stayed with the soldiers, and I 
remained to help. Suddenly a bomb 
made a direct hit and exploded near by. 
It pretty nearly cleaned out the hospi- 
tal. My legs were smashed to a pulp 
and I was raving with pain. I won’t 
describe the scene about me, for that 
would be too horrible. A nurse stayed 
by my side. She stuck to me and saw 
that I had prompt surgical attention, 
and I probably owe my life to the im- 
mediate amputation which was ordered. 
The bombing of this hospital cost one 
nurse an eye, and another a foot. The 
rest of the nurses were as cool as the 
men. I can’t say too much for the 
work of the American Red Cross in 
France.

Sugar in Candy 


Mr. Endicott’s statement in connec- 
tion with the use of sugar for candy is 
as follows:— 

“Inasmuch as the candy manufac- 
turers and ‘retailers of Massachusetts in 
a resolution recently drawn up by them 
have indicated their desire to help the 
Food Administration in the conservation 
of sugar at this time, I feel that it is now 
up to the people of Massachusetts to 
co-operate, and, if they do buy candy, 
my feeling is that it is their plain duty 
not to purchase over one pound at a 
time, and every person in Massachusetts 
is put upon his honor not to imme- 
diately duplicate these purchases. I 
mean by this, that there will be nothing 
saved if a person goes into one store and 
purchases a pound and then goes into 
another store and purchases a pound. 
The belief of the Food Administration 
is that the people of Massachusetts will 
understand that this request means to 
purchase only one pound at a time and 
to make that pound last the longest time 
possible. 

“In Massachusetts the manufacture 
of candy is a very important industry. 
Last year over $3,000,000 in wages was 
paid out, and the number of employees 
engaged in the industry averaged over 
10,000. Most of these employees are 
women and girls, nearly all of whom live 
at home in the immediate vicinity, of 
their work. The time may come when 
we shall have to take these wimen and 
girls from this industry, and put them 
into a more essential industry, but as yet 
there is not that necessity. 

“It is only faiftto the candy manu- 
turers of Massachusetts that I should 
say to the people of Massachusetts that, 
with the percentage that is now al- 
lowed to the candy manufacturers, not 
over 4 per cent of the entire amount of 
sugar consumed in the United States is 
used by them, and it is also only fair to 
say that they are making every effort to 
reduce this percentage and make candy 
in the future with less sugar, Further- 
more, We must consider that of the entire 
amount of sugar used by the candy 
manufacturers, which, as I have stated 
above, amounts to about only 4 per 
cent of the entire amount of sugar con- 
sumed in the United States, 50 per cent 
goes. into candy furnished to our Own 
armies and those of our Allie’, and we 
have the word of many military authori- 
ties that-candy is of great value to our 
boys in the life they lead. 

“When one considers that, if the 
public would save.one-half teaspoon of 
sugar per person per day, it would mean 
a saving of as much sugar as is used in 
the entire candy manufacturing busi- 
ness, one realizes that the time has not 
yet come when we should sacrifice this 
industry. 

“The public should understand that, 
with the restriction which has been put 
upon the candy manufacturers, the in- 
dustry is anxious to do its share toward 
winning the war; and if it becomes neces- 
sary, in order to win the war,.to abso? 
lutely limit the operations of this in- 
dustry to the making of candy which it is 
necessary to ship to our fighting men, I 
feel sure that the candy manufacturers 
will not hesitate to make the sacrifice. 

“T am glad to take this opportunity 
to say that the reports which I receive 
indicate that the householders are doing 
their share in conserving sugar, and this 
resolution sent me today shows. that the 
candy manufacturers and candy retailers 
are willing and anxious to do their 
share,”

Three important bulletins, ‘‘ Farm 
and Home Drying of Fruits and Vege- 
tables”, Canning and Preserving, Fruits’ 
and “ Canning without Sugar”, are 
ready for three .distribution- at the 
Food Centre and Public Library.— 

The United States Food Adminis- 
tration has urged the people of this 
country to preserve the vegetables and 
fruit crop raised this season. 

Arrangements have been completed 
by A. C. Ratshesky, Assistant Food 
Administrator, and Edward Wiggles- 
worth, manager of the Sugar Depart- 
ment, whereby enough sugar will be 
available to take care of reasonable 
needs for this purpose, 

To procure sugar for home canning 
and preserving, proceed as _ follows; 

1. Apply. to your County Food Ad- 
ministrator, -or his local representative, 
for one of the new ‘‘Sugar Permits for 
Home Canning,” stating how Imany 
pounds you need up. to twenty-five 
pounds and how many pounds you have 
on hand for all purposes. If you have 
had any previous cards, state how many. 

2. Do not ask for such a permit until 
a few days before you actually need the 
sugar. 

3. State the nature and quantity of 
the fruit or vegetables you wish to pre- 
serve, and whether it is home grown or 
to be purchased. 

4, Furnish any further inforffiation 
that the county or local food adminis- 
trator may require. 

5. When you receive the card, fill out 
both halves legibly and completely, 
and take it to your regular grocer, re- 
gardless of whether hs is in your county 
or not. 

6. Cards will be issued only to those 
whom the County Food Administrator 
or his local representative believes will 
use the sugar properly, and the right is 
reserved to refuse any application. 

7. Additional cards may be obtained 
where actually required. 

8. No cards will be given out at the 
State House. 

9. Do as much canning and pre- 
serving’ as possible but do it with a 
minimum amount of sugar. Putting 
up jellies and jams is not favored, as 
the proportion of sugar necessary is 
large compared with the amount of 
fruits preserved,

WAR BULLETINS 


British troops advancing on a four 
mile front south of Havrincourt Wood 
captured Gouzeaucourt Wood, situated 
on high ground overlooking* the yil- 
luge. They are now within five miles 
of the Hindenburg line and have oc- 
cupied Vermand and Vendelles, 

French troops, pushing on the 
south, captured Barisis and the entire 
lower forest of Coucy, occupying posi- 
tions on the Hindenburg line which the 
Germans have held for four years. 
They ‘also captured Tergnier, three 
miles west of La Fere, advancing two 
miles on a twenty mile front, 

Hun aviators deliberately pick out 
“Red Cross” on American hospital as 
target for bombs, Wounded saved by 
being transferred to caves, 

The German General Staff has in- 
formed Imperial Chancellor Hertling 
that any debate in the Reichstag on 
present military events would be dis- 
astrous to the army as Well as to the 
morale of the German people. . 

Indications are that the German re- 
treat possibly will go. beyond the Che- 
min des Dames to the Hindenburg line, 

American troops have taken Glennes 
and are approaching the Aisne at new 
places northeast of Fismes, , 

General Humbert. in his movement 
from the wést against the Chemin des 
Dames and the positions north of the 
‘Aisne is outflanking Genlis Woods and 
nearing the line of the Crozat canal. 

On the banks of the Somme, south 
of Peronne, the enemy is manning his 
machine guns and trench mortars 
strongly and firing heavily on the 
crossings and their approaches, appar- 
ently fearing a British attempt to 
cross.

The Massachusetts Food 
tration today issued. the following 
statement relative to the supply of 
sugar now on hand, which is sufficient 
to take care of all legitimate require- 
ments for canning and preserying pur- 
poses: 

“It is very important to preserve 
as much as possible of the remaining 
fruit and vegetable crop. On this ac- 
count, Mr. Endicott desires again to 
call the attention of all housewives to 
the fact that he has secured -for them 
a supply of sugar suffice ient tor meet t all 
legitimate requirements for canning 
and preserving purposes. 

“This does not mean that we have 
an unlimited supply, but sugar permits 
are being issued by the County Food 
Administrators, or their local repre- 
sentatives, to fill all legitimate re- 
quirements for canning and preserving 
purposes, 

“Tn order to have a sufficient stock in 
the retail grocers’ hands, so there may 
be no delay in honoring the sugar cards 
on presentation, Mr. Endicott has to- 
day instructed the wholesale grocers to 
collect the upper half of the canning 
sugar cards from the retail grocers, 
turning those cards in direct to the 
State House. 

“Please report at once to your County 
Administrator any case where you are 
unable to obtain sugar immediately 
upon presentation of your card.”

A Statement. from the Council of 
National Defense 


The Council of National Defense has 
heretofore emphasized the necessity 
of restricting Christmas buying during 
the coming fall for certain specific 
reasons which ‘it has stated. These 
reasons are in brief‘the necessity for 
saving labor and material in the manu- 
facture and sale of Christmas Bifts 
and of saving the transportation’ and 
delivery facilities necessarily involved 
in the large volume of Christmas pur- 
chases. 

After conference with representatives 
of leading industries and retail interests 
concernéd, it is found that thé manu- 
facture of goods for the coming holiday 
season has been substantially completed, 
that the transportation of the goods 
to the point of sale is also largely done 
and that much of the material used 
for Christmas purshases, especially in 
the manufacture of toys, is the waste 
material derived from prior processes of 
manufacture. 

The retail interests represented at 
the. conference have agreed not to in- 
crease their working force by reason 
of the holiday business over the average 
force employed by them throughout 
the year and not to increase the nor- 
mal working hours of their force during 
the Christmas season. They also agreed 
to use their utmost efforts to confine 
Christmas giving, except for young 
children, to useful articles and to 
spread the period for holiday pur- 
chases over the months of October, 
November and December. In order to 
relieve the transportation facilities of 
the country from a congestion in the 
latter half of December which, would 
be so hurtful to the interests of the. 
nation that it cannot’ be permitted, 
the retail interests represented a_ this 
hearing have agreed to co-operate 
further in the campaign heretofore 
and now being carried on under the 
auspices of the War Industries Board 
to restrict deliveries and to induce their 
customers to carry their own packages 
wherever possible. 

The retail interests to which reference 
has been made have further agreed to 
make an announcement to the above 
substantial é@ffect in their advertisements 
commencing in early September and 
repeating same weekly thereafter. The 
above suggestions if faithfully and loyal- 
ly put into effect throughout the country 
will make possible a continuance of the 
holiday custom without endangering 
the national interests thereby. 

The Council of National Defense 
will co-operate in carrying out the 
suggested measures. It looks to or- 
ganized business bodies of every nature 
and throughout the country actively to 
join in the movement as_ providing 
means whereby that .co-operation be- 
tween the government and the people 
can be had which -alone will permit 
the continuance of holiday business 
in such form, on such scale, and by 
such methods as are consistent with 
the national welfare. This announce- 
ment is definitely conditioned upon lo- 
yal and thorough co-operation in spirit 
and in letter on the part of sellers and 
buyers throughout the country.
